Moved, there in July, 1885, and remained 
abont seven jeara. 
One of his sons

Speaking of the misfortunes of his fam- 
ily, Mr. Crawford said that in 1837 his 
father was drowned in the Mississippi 
thirty miles below Natchez- Ke was at 
the time of the accident a passenger on 
the steamer "Ben Sharrett," which was 
burned at the time, and including his 
father 138 passengers were either burned 
or drowned. Hla father had shipped 
823,000 worth of hogs to New Orleans. 
Mr. Crawford says he made seventeen 
trips to New Orleuns before he secured 
a settlement, and was forced to settle for 
85 cants on the dollar. The brother, who 
was a captain in the 81st Ohio and had a 
remarkable experience, survived all to be 
at last ground to pieces under a locomo- 
tive, engine.

The 
team was attached to a farm sled, with 
some loose boards _ thrown over the run- 
ners. Mr. Miller drew 'up in front of 
Dan Parkhnrst's barber shop and went 
inside. While he was gone the team 
started off, and he hurried out to stop 
them. He jumped on the loose boarus, 
and as he did so a citizen stepped in 
front of the horses and threw up his 
hands. This checked tbe horses sadden 
and canoed Miller to fall forward sud- 
denly. 
He was caught bttween the 


tongue and double-tree, and with his 
shoulders and head striking the ice and 
snow he was dragged an eighth of a mile 
before the team was stopped by Heiiry 
Marcus and others.

picked up in an unconscious condi- 
tion by W. F. Hoover and Edward 
Crawford. He ^as found to be fright- 
fully hurt. He was kicked twice on the 
head, and there are two bad fraotnies— 
one over the ?ight eye and one at the 
back of the head.

He was rastiug 
fairly well to-day. It ia too soon yet to

Conrad Ammann, assistant supervisor, 
passed to that bourne from "whence no 
traveler returns." 
Her death in a sense 


was unexpected at the time it occurred, 
Foreome25 •? ars Mrs. Ammann has 
been troubled more or less with eome de- 
rangement of the stomach, bat it was 
never so serious as to make her an invalid. 
A few years ago she suffered an attack of 
the grip, which has several times since 
reourted. This offliotion coupled with her 
old trouble entirely undermined her 
health until sha became seriously sick. 
Tuesday morning abont 5 o'olook she 
told her husband that she thought she 
wes dying, and advised him to call in the 
children, bnt supposing that bar impres- 
sion was the result of fever from which 
Bhe had been suffering for some days, he 
reassured her. Sh» rallied and was much 
better all day Tuesday; so much so that 
the family expected a recovery. At 730 
o'clock in the evening she became much 
worse and continued to sink until death 
came. It is thought she suffered a par- 
alytic stroke at the time she got worse. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Ammann was born May 


20,1826, near Zcrion, Switzerland. Her 
maiden name was Beyers. In the winter 
of 1858 she left the fatherland for Amer- 
ica, landing here in 1859. She came 
direct to Deoatnr, and shortly after her 
arrival Conrad Ammann and Mies Beyers 
were married. The result of this union 
was five children—John C., Henry, Wil- 
liam G., J. Albert and Anna L. The chil- 
dren are all grown, and all except Wil- 
liam and Anna are married. They all 
live in DecaUir, and thus the family, a 
model one, has practically been unbro- 
ken until death removed the mother. 


Mrs. Ammann war always an affec- 


tionate wife and mother, and alwn>s a 
great source of help to her husband in 
his business career, whioh has been very 
successful, beginning tbe manufacture of 
brick some years ago with bnt 8250 capi- 
tal. Her help in this direction had no 
relation to penurionsnees, as she had 
always a waroi heart and an open hand 
frr the poor and waa never known to 
turn any one from her door hungry. Mrs. 
Ammann and her husband were both 
members of the Qerman 
Methodist 


church, and that society, as well as the 
family, will miss her help and her coun- 
sel. The funeral will be held Fridayi 
February 24th. A short service will be 
held at the family residence, 851 East 
Cantrell street, at 2 o'olook p. m., after 
whioh the remains will be taken to the 
German Methodist church, where the 
final ceremonies will be held, the pastor, 
Rev. Thalenhorst, offi nating. The inter- 
ment will be in Greenwood cemetery.

The official enumeration of Deoatur 


township ordered by the town board, has 
been completed and J. 8. McClelland, the 
chief enumerator, reports the total popu- 
la .ion of the township at 22,696. Within 
the city limits as recently extended there 
are 20,000 people, whioh is a gain of 
nearly 4,000 since the government census 
of 1890. In Riverside Place there are 216 
ratidints, and many of the other new 
additions are increasing in population 
with equal rapid.ty. 


This count was made for a purpose. 


£t was to learn how many additional as- 
sistant supervisors should be voted for at 
the approaching township 
election. 


Under the law the 22,696 population 
gives Decatur township two extra super- 
visors. 
The town clerk will issue his 


call for the election in a few days.

FAILED TO COME TO TIM!. 


It will be noted that all of the indict- 


ments against Charles F. Emery, of Ma- 
roa, charged witn embezzlement in four- 
teen separate oases, the state's attorney 
entered a nolle, thus dismissing the 
prosecution and taking the oases off the 
docket. 
Bail in each case was dis- 


charged, and to-day Major Emory stands 
before the people of Macon with no 
charge against him. The readers of the 
REPUBLICAN are familiar to some degree 
with the character of the charge against 
the Major. AH know that he handled 
considerable money for eastern parties, 
much of it being loaned on Dakota farms. 
The seasons were bad, the farmers were 
penniless, and to save them Mr. Emery 
paid interest money out of his own 
pocket. 
Finally there came a time 


when 
the source 
of cash 
supply 


ran short and two eastern gentle- 
men had to stand their share of the lose 
on the loans. Mr. Emery was always 
ready to shoulder allot the loss and pay 
it out in time, although under the ar- 
rangement he bad with the gentlemen he 
was not liable at law. They went before 
the grand jury, and as the sequel show* 
they endeavored to force a settlement by 
having him indicted, Tbe jury heard 
bnt one side of the case and the bills 
were returned into court. Mr. Emery 
has ever been ready to stand trial, and 
State's Attorney Mills at each term of 
court has written and sent telegrams no- 
tifying the parties to appear in court to 
testify in behalf of the prosecution. 
There has been no response to any of the 
notices and it now appears that the 
whole scheme was a game of bluff to 
hold up Mr. Emery and if possible force 
him to come down. iSy Major Emery's 
temporary financial embarrassment no 
party in Maoon county or Illinois has 
lost a penny. Every dollar has been paid 
in lull. It is pretty tough on a citizen 
to be indicted as a game of blnff, and 
damaged in business 85,000 to $10,000, 
with no recourse except in prolonged lit- 
igation, but Major Emery, who is a man 
of spirit and energy, who still enjoys the 
confidence and good-will of his many 
friends, is going ahead attending to 
business with his usual promptness. 
Every man of business baa some trouble 
in 1 fe. All of the tronblee do not rest 
with unfortunate investments, as in Mr. 
Emery'u oase.

The report of the secre- 


tary and treasurer showed that the earn- 
ings of t' e road during Ihe past year 
were about $70,000, leaving a balance 
above expenditures for extensions and 
other expenses. 
A dividend of 6 per 


cent on preferred Btoctt was declared. 
The directors will meet in Maroh and 
elect officers, There will probably be no 
change in management. 


Town Board Meeting. 


A business meeting of the Deoatnr 


township board was held last evening at 
the office of Clerk Nioholle. The result 
of the official count was declared to be 
22,696 in the township, and on this re- 
port one supervisor and eight assistants 
will be elected. The exper.se for the 
enumeration was $280. It w*s voted to 
refund the Dfoatnr township bonds 
aggregating 825,000. 
The bonds were 


issued in 1873, at 8 per cent., for the 
Montioello railroad. They will be re- 
funded at 6 per cent,, thus making a big 
saving for the township. It will be neq- 
eesary to vote on the proposition, and i 
will be submitted to a vote of the people 
April 4.

of it. My seat is vacant- I am not bore 
for the money. Three of ua (the Rapnb 
lioans) run it. They (the Democrats 
have turned the house over to the Repub- 
licans, so let them run it." 


"No, no," abided Mr. Wiwi gently, and 


Mr. Monntz and several other members 
persuaded Mi. McMillan into the cloak 
room.

Loan Association Inspection. 


A committee of building association 


managers have been at Springfield advo- 
cating the passage of a bill introduced ic 
the senate providing for state inspection 
of these associations. The object of the 
bill is a good one. These associations 
hove multiplied in this Etate wonderfully 
within the past five years, and now repre- 
sent an immense amount of money in- 
vested by people of moderate means. 
This matter has been before several leg- 
islatures, but never got beyond a general 
discussion of the subject; bnt since the 
representatives of the organizations have 
taken a hand in favor of etate inspection, 
the chances are that the present bill will 
become a law. The interest of the man- 
agers themselves grows ont of the fact 
that some of thesa associations are being 
run in the interest of the officers of 
the associations to pay larse salaries at 
the expense of the members. 
It is 


reported on good authority that one of 
these in a city in Central Illinois in 


1892, 
did a badness amounting to about 


840,000, and paid during the same pe- 
riod 827,000 m salaries to officers. This 
is an outrage which a proper state in- 
spection would remedy, and thus protect 
those associations which are honestly 
conducted in the interest of the depos- 
itors, li is to be hoped the bill will be- 
come a law, and that it will be one 
ample to protect the depositors end also 
the honestly conducted association?, as 
they are supported by depositors of 
small means, who, in most cases, have in- 
vested all their spare cash; and in case 
the association in which they have in- 
vested should by mismanagement become 
bankrupt would entail a serious loss to 
many poor people. These interests tbe 
state has the power to protect by proper 
inspection, aad it ought to do it to the 
tame extent that it supervises state 
banks.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[From Our Regular CurrespundenJ..] 


WiSHiHGioN, Feb. 20,1893. 


The president is as proud of the legis- 


lation which placed the finest ocean 
steamships in the world under the Amer- 
ican flag as of any single accomplishment 
of his administration, and it is his inten- 
tion, unless something ooours to prevent, 
to go over 10 New York on the 22d—a 
fitting day for such a dead—in order to 
raise with his own bunds the stars and 
stripes over the magnificent steamship 
New York. The president expects to be 
accompanied from Washington by hia 
entire cabinet and a number ot promi- 
nent congressman (if they can get away) 
and other officials. The U. 8. cruiser 
Chicago, now in New York harbor, will 
fire the national salute of twenty-one 
guns ae "old glory" reaches the masthead 
of the New York. 


Both the presi'.lept and Secretary Fos- 


ter hava become convinced that the re- 
cent and continued demand for gold ia 
lurgely artificial, manufactured for the 
express purpose of trying to compel an 
issue of bonds, and for that reason they 
have both arrived at the conclusion that 
no bonds shall be issued during this ad- 
ministration. 


Senator Sherman's amendment has 


been adopted by the senate authorizing 
tha secretary of the treasury to issue 
850,000,000 in 3 par cent five-year bonds, 
whenever in his discretion it becomes 
necessary to Keep np the treasury gold 
reserve. Tbe bonds could be issued un- 
der present lawe, but they would have to 
bear 4 per cent interest and run for a 
long period; hence this amendment. 


The Democrats in the house tried to 


cripple the federal supervision of con- 
gressional elections by attaching an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation bill, prohibiting the payment of 
any expenses incurred by prosecution 
under the laws relating to the election 
of members of congress. The senate 
promptly struck ont the amendment as 
soon as the bill was taken np. The gen- 
tlemen who are so anxious to put a stop 
to federal supervision of elections will 
have to wait until the next congress gets 
together; this senate will not sanction 
any of their schemes, no matter how 
cleverly they may be disguised. 


The pension laws will not be turned 


upside down at this session of congress, 
although there was a strong effort 
towards that end made by the anti-sol- 
dier Democrats, resulting in a three 
minute fight on the floor of the house. 


It is significant that Representative 


Compton of Maryland, who is probably 
closer to Senator Gorman politically than 
any man living, should be the most out- 
spoken man in oorgress against the 
selections already made for the cabinet. 
A Republican friend joking Compton 
said to him: "If you keep np your criti- 
cism yon will find noplace at the patron- 
age trough." "I don't rare," said Mr. 
Oompton; "I am too old to change the 
habit of saying just what I think of pub- 
lic men's acts. I do not approve the 
appointment of Gresham and 
Hoke 


Smith, and I have DO hesitation in say- 
ing so. While it might disappoint a few 
of my constituents, it would relieve me 
of a great deal of bother should all fed- 
eral patronage be denied to me under 
the new administration."

the superintendent finds the number oi 
children instructed in the rural schools 
of the state constantly diminishing anc 
that the cost of tuition in the rnra 
schools is higher by a fraction than tha' 
m the graded schools owing to the 
ema lor number of pupils intrusted to the 
teacher in the former as compared to 
latter although the salaries paid in the 
rural schools are mnoh smaller than those 
paid in the graded schools 
He remarks 


that the cost of tuition would be twice 
as great in the country schools if the 
salaries paid there were in a measure 
equal to those paid in cities and towns, 
Prof Eaab expects that the drift of pop- 
ulation into the cities instead of dirmnish- 
•ng will increase in the future and that 
the number of children instructed in the 
rural schools will proportionately dim- 
inish, too. 


It is not an attractive picture that the 


state superintendent draws of the general 
condition of the country schools of 
Illinois 
He says there are rural districts 


where the culture and sentiment of the 
people demand good houses, beautiful 
surroundings, needful apparatus and con- 
trivances, and comfortable furniture and 
where the directors have tha good sense 
to seek competent teachers and to keep 
them by paying living salaries, but he 
declares that such bright spots ere in the 
minority m this state 
In many instan- 


ces Prof. Baab reports the school grounds 
are bare, the fences are torn down and 
neglected, there are no shade trees or 
flowering shrube, the coal bin IB open to 
the depredations of tramps, outhouses 
are nno'esn and offensive, there are no 
walks nor wells, bui'dings are a reotangu- 
lai tasteless house looking more like a 
barnthauabmlding for human beings 
to live in, the gable ends are without 
windows, the door m one end oJ them, 
and three windows m each of the long 
aide walls

Appointing United States Senators 


The dead-lock in several states m the 


balloting for United States senators haa 
raised the question of the right ot gov- 
ernors to appoint senators in case of a 
allure to elect. This question waa sub- 
mitted to Senator Edmncds at the time 
of the Logan contest in 1885, when it 
seemed the legislature of Illinois might 
'ail to elect, and he held that under such 
conditions the governor could not ap- 
point, which we believe was a good 
opinion. 


In case a senator dif B, or resigns, or 


otherwise vacates that office, during the 
:erm for which he wae elected, a vacancy 
onld exist in the meaning of the law, 


and, in that case, if the legislature were 
not in session, tha governor could ap- 
point, which appointment would hold 
rood until the legislature met, when it 
would become the duty of the legislature 
to elect a senator to fill a vacancy, the 
theory of the law being that a vacancy 


sted, notwithstanding the temporary 


appointment of the governor. 


The failure ot a legislature to elect a 


senator as succeessor to one who as term 
las expired, or will expire, or a successor 
to a governor's appointee, would not 
operate to create a vacancy in the meaa- 
ng of the law. In that case, the state 
simply refuses the representation in the 
senate to which it is entitled) ahd the 
governor has no legal right to do what 
the legislature has refused to do. 


The law does not recognize the failure 


ot etate legislatures to elect a senator, on 
account of party division, BB creating a 
vacancy, 
aa that 
condition 
simply 


amounts in law to a refusal to be repre- 
sented. 


The organic law provides that each 


state may be represented in the senate 
jy two senators. The law doea not pre- 
sume to force the state to e'eot senators. 
Th« states an expected to do this by 
tree consent, and when the legislators ot 
any etate fails to elect senators it simply 
refuses to accept the privilege ot repre- 
sentation in the senate accorded the 
otate. It seems clear then, th at when a 
state refuses to elect a senator, as some 
of the etatea are likely to do, no vacancy 
will exist, such ae a governor would have 
power to fill. 


Increasing Taxation. 


When the last Republican Congress 


appropriated something over nine hun- 
dred million dollars for the current ex- 
penses ot the government for two years, 
the Democratic leaders, for the effect it 
would have on the people, he d up their 
[lands in assumed horror over what they 
called the extravagance of the Republi- 
can parly, and word was passed around 
characterizing that Congress aa "a billion 
dollar congress." Tha Democrats prom- 
ised reform in government expenditures 
and succeeded to power in 1891. 
They 


have practically concluded their appro- 
priations for two years, and instead of 
falling below the appropriations ot the 
Kepublioan congress, aa they promised 
the people they would do, they hava ap- 
propriated over a billion dollars, or 850,- 
000,000 more than the last, Republican 
congress. 


At first they attempted to excuse 


themselves on the alleged ground that 
Republican legislation had forced them 
to make this large appropriation. Bat 
recently they have abandoned this line 
and are now inclined to admit that the 
government ia a much larger concern 
than when the Democrats hud it thirty- 
five years ago, and in this way are pav- 
ing the way for larger appropriations in 
the future. Congressman Blanohard, a 
leading Democrat, said a few days ago: 


We shall have to supply in some way 


an increased revenue. We see this fact 
more plainly every d»y, for stiuggle as 
we may to kerp our expenses down, we 
are forced to recognize the fact that this 
ie a billion-dollar country, and that the 
present congress has been compelled to 
appropriate over a billion dollars lo keep 
up expenses. In vi"W of this fact it is 
quite evident tha there m jsl be an in- 
orefse in the revenue, and the easiest 
way to keep it, one which will be less 
felt and which will at the same time pro- 
tect incidentally a growing industry, ie 
to put baon a part of the duty which 
WHS removed from sugar under the AIo- 
Kinl>«y act. 


This amounts to a frnnk admission 


that the Democrats in 1890, and again in 
1892, deceived the people, either ignor- 
antly or intentionally, as i o the appro- 
priations made by the last R-pnblioan 
congress, and also gives notice tbat taxes 
will be increased instead of dimini bed, 
as was promised. Mr. Blancbard pro- 
poses to tax sugar, which is now free, 
and thus wring from the poor man as 
much tax on bis breakfast as the rich 
man by restoricg the duty on sugar, 
which is a revenue tariff that IB always 
added to the price of the article on which 
it is levied because it creates no competi 
tion, being levied upon articles we can 
not produce in quantities sufficient to 
supply the demands of otir consumption. 


Those people who voted the Demo- 


cratic ticket, under the misapprehension 
that the Democrats would run the gov- 
ernment without tbiing the people, will 
d soever their mistake in due time. They 
will not only make thia e:iT) 
they will discover alto tktit, w :ile taxes 
under the Democratic policy will bo in- 
aressed they will hove less moiiey to pay 
these taxea with.
